p E N . MACARTHUR is seeking new in- 
stru ctions from the United Nations.

And in the near fu tu re, the United States 
will hav e to get new instru ctions from the 
people of the United States.

If Gen. MacArthu r s 
United Nations command in Korea is going to 
be the spearhead of an encou nter with Chi­ 
nese Commu nists, all the implications of su ch 
an encou nter had better be talked abou t 
frankly . 
It wou ld be the prelu de to world­ 
wide conflict. 
The Red platoon sy stem is a new wrinkle 
in modem warfare. It has replaced the tra­ 
ditional sy stem of major powers and minor 
allies. 
Today there is a worldwide Com­ 
mu nist army . 
The Korean section of the Commu nist 
army has ju st been defeated. The Manchu r­ 
ian section has now taken the field. That is 
why Gen. MacArthu r is asking for new in­ 
d u ctions. 
He wants to know whether he 
shou ld deal with the Manchu rian conflict on 
the same basis as the Korean section. 
In eastern Germany there is a Ru sso- 
German section of the Commu nist srmv . 
Then there is a Balkan section and probably 
a French section. 
At the Blair Hou se in 
Washington the Pu erto Rican section staged 
a demonstration recently . And behind all of 
these sections and all others which are di­ 
rected from the Kremlin is the Ru ssian sec­ 
tion—the Red army which is the key to the 
Commu nist conspiracy for ev entu al control of j 
the world throu gh terror and v iolence. 
With the election ov er, perhaps the gov ­ 
ernment of the United States can take the 
people into its confidence, u ntil it is time to | 
begin ru nning for the election of 1^32.

Ma lfunc tions Of the Thy roid 
THE thy roid gland which lies at 
the base of the neck is one of 
the most important glands of in­ 
ternal secretion. It produ ces a 
hormone which influ ences the 
general health, the rate of growth, 
the speed of the 
heartbeat, 
a n d 
many other fu nc­ 
tions of the hu ­ 
man body . 
This colu mn is 
dev oted to the 
u nderfu ncti on - 
ing of the gland 
with a lessened 
produ ction of its 
most 
important 
hormone. When 
the thy roid fails entirely to man­ 
u factu re its hormone in infancy 
and early childhood, the resu lt is 
a tragic condition known as ere 
tinism. A cretin does not grow 
normally , and is seriou sly u nder-

dev eloped. The brain of a cretin 
also fails to matu re normally . 
If the diagnosis of this condition 
can be made early enou gh, thy ­ 
roid ex tract obtained from the 
glands of animals can be giv en as 
a su bstitu te for the normal hor­ 
mone, and this will bring abou t 
good resu lts. Fortu nately , creti­ 
nism is rare in most parts of the 
world, ana is most common only 
in certain regions of the Swiss 
Alps. 
A complete absence of the for­ 
mation of the thy roid hormone in 
grown-u ps resu lts in a condition 
known as my x edema which is also 
not common. 
In my x edema the hair becomes 
thin, coarse, and loses its sheen. 
The skin also gets thick and dry . 
The pu lse is slow, and there is a 
seriou s lack of pep. The basal 
metabolism 
of 
a 
patient with 
my x edema is generally arou nd 
minu s 4 0. Anemia is almost al­ 
way s present, and there are other 
sy mptoms as a ru le. 
A doctor lov es to make a diag­ 
nosis of my x edema becau se the 
sy mptoms can be completely re­ 
liev ed by v ariou s simple means. 
The treatment consists merely 
in giv ing the right dose of thy ­ 
roid tablets by mou th. 
It is tru e that this treatment 
has to be kept u p indefinitely , ou t 
it is painless, not v ery ex pensiv e, 
and completely reliev es the many 
distressing sy mptoms. 
More difficu lt to diagnose and 
to treat than cretinism and my x ­ 
edema are those patients who 
appear to hav e an incomplete 
loss of the secretion of the thy ­ 
roid hormone. 
In these patients, the sy mptoms 
may be v agu e, sometimes in­ 
clu ding u nex plained fatiqu e or 
perhaps a slight 
anemia. 
The 
lev el of the basal metabolism is 
often of dou btfu l meaning. For 
ex ample, a metabolism which is 
not lower than minu s 15 is u su ally 
considered normal. 
Indeed, a person who has a 
metabolism of minu s 25 may not 
hav e a tru e hy po-thy roidism, as 
the condition is called, and may 
not benefit from thy roid tablets. 
In su ch cases the doctor has a 
hard time deciding whether thy ­ 
roid tablets shou ld be giv en or 
not, and it may be necessary to 
try them in v ariou s doses, and ob­ 
serv e the effects before and de­ 
cision can V' reached.

There are a lot of u nex plained 
points which will dou btless be 
clarified when the congressional 
elections are ov er. 
For some months 
it has been 
claimed here that the Chinese 
Commu nists shou ld be recognized 
and admitted to the U. N. on the 
theory that Mao Tse-Tu ng would 
become a Chinese 
Tito. But the 
ev idence now points 
the other 
way . The Commu nist gov ernment 
in China is not only play ing the 
Moscow game in its broadcasts 
bu t military help is being giv en 
by the Commu nist Chinese to the 
North Korean forces. 
This shou ld dispel completely 
the idea of admitting Red China 
to the U. N. Also it shou ld per­ 
su ade the gov ernment of Great 
Britain to withdraw diplomatic 
recognition from the Commu nist 
gov ernment of China. For how 
can the British who hav e troops 
among the U. N. forces see their 
own citizens being killed by the 
troops of the Chinese gov ernment 
with which Britain is su pposedly 
on friendly terms? 


THE BIG QUESTION now is 
whether the U. N. will ex hibit the 
same cou rage it did last Ju ne and 
declare Red China an aggressor 
and a foe of U. N. forces. Some 
from Lake Su ccess indicate that 
the U. N. isn’t ready with all the 
facts. Bu t what ex tra facts does 
it need? It was formally notified 
by the premier of the Chinese 
Commu nist gov ernment sev eral 
weeks ago of an intention to help 
the North Koreans. Is it possible 
that inept British diplomacy is 
engaged in the appeasement pro­ 
cess and is confu sing the situ ation 
and prev enting prompt action in 
the U. N.? 
When President Tru man talks 
of “isolationists” he ov erlooks the 
fact that within his^own admin­ 
istration he has people who iso­ 
lated Korea and v irtu ally inv ited 
the inv asion of that cou ntry by 
aggressors. Likewise there are ad­ 
v isers in the Tru man administra­ 
tion whose attitu de toward China 
for sev eral months has been one 
of isolationism. 
The slogan has been 
“ let Asia 
stew in its own ju ice.” That was 
what u sed to be said abou t Eu r­ 
ope as a way to av oid entangle­ 
ment in war. Bu t the Truman 
folks who hav e in effect said it re­ 
cently abou t Asia hav e not been 
able to prev ent a war—in fact, 
they hav e inv olu ntarily brou ght 
it on. Today the situ ation in the 
Far East is more seriou s as a re­ 
su lt of these v acillating policies 
than it was last Ju ne.

THE WOMAN with the pain in her ey es 
but the impassiv e, sun-bronzed face, mov ed 
once again. She walked to a small bundle of 
belongings. The baby whimpered. The wo­ 
man shifted it to the front, where it began 
nursing. 
A white-garbed Korean squatted on the 
ground. 
He rolled a cigaret with a comic 
page fragment, a discarded bit of the army 
newspaper, “ Stars and Stripes.” 
Sev eral Koreans were working in one 
of the bomb craters, shov eling and paw mg 
sand away from bodies. 
The hands of the dead were tied. Bullet 
holes gaped in their heads or backs. 
“ If y our husband is somewhere here, 
why was he killed?” I asked. 
“ Not long ago soldiers came and asked 
him to lead an ox cart of supplies,” the wo­ 
man said. “ He said he would not do that. 
Then they asked him if he would guide the 
men who would lead the ox carts.

agreed. 
“ He sat in our house for sev eral day s. 
Fourteen day s ago the chief official of our 
free v illage came and told my husband to 
come with him. He went. After two day s I 
asked the chief official where my husband 
was, and he said he didn’t know'. They hav e 
heard my husband might be in this city , 
and I came here.” 


WHERE IS y our v illage?” I asked. 
She turned and pointed to the west. A 
tall plume of smoke was rising straight an^ 
white in the crisp air. 
“ Her v illage is burning,” another ex ­ 
plained. 
Suddenly the man smoking the cigaret 
broke into husky , unrestrained sobbing. 
His 
mouth twisted; tears spilled down his cheeks. 
“ He is the brother of this woman’s hus­ 
band,” a Korean said. 
The woman put a comforting hand on tho 
man’s shoulder. 
Her ey es were dry . 
“ What w’ill she do now, how will she 
liv e?” I asked. 
The woman stooped and picked up her 
bundle. She shifted the baby back between 
her shoulders and nestling him in her flow­ 
ing coarse linen garment. 
“ She has a y oung son who can manage 
the farm. 
She will liv e.” 
The woman walked slowly through the 
sand, away from the mam road filled with 
men and weapons, aw-ay from the bomb crat­ 
ers with their gruesome burdens.
